By the middle 
of July, it was over 2 ft. high, 18 inches 
through and it was full and solid. Here’s 
a picture of it that I took August 1.

It was so solid and 
dense that my 4 month old puppy 
couldn’t get through it. 


You should have the same kind of re- 
sults and you shouldn't be satisfied with 
anything less.

First, don't be afraid to cut off new 
growth, Pruning doesn’t hurt the plants 
a bit. The more you cut it back, the 
bushier and fuller it becomes.
